rocky hill-Bides, tho laud is often anything 
but poor. Tho rocks themselves frequently 
contain valuable mineral matters, which, ns 
tho rock decays, ia presented in n form that 
planta can feed upon. Then, whatever 
vegetation groves among tho rocks remains 
there to docny, and oven leaves and other 
foreign 
mibntaucos that blow 
into tho 


crevices formed by tho rooks make a valuable 
plant food, on which tho trees, thrives. 
In- 


deed, trees in apparently poor, rocky places 
are really much bettor off than many trees 
in orchard* whoro they are in what appears 
good land. 


In 
more level land 
troofi 
must be 


manured. In many eases it is as necessary 
to tho best KUCOOBS that trees havo an occa- 
sional manuring, as it is that any other crop 
should havo manure. 
Tboro havo been 


many discussions as to whether manure for 
fruit trees should bo applied broadcast or 
plowed in. For orchard trees there is no 
rule; it dopfmds on circumstances. 
If tho 


trees aro on ground whero vegetables arc 
grown, tho manure is, of course, turned in 
for the IxmolU of these crops, and tho roots 
of tho fruit-trees light with those of tho 
vegetables for some of it, and got it, too. 
But there are many orchards whoro no crops 
are grown but tho trees, and then it is an 
excellent practice to apply manure as a top- | 
dressing at least every other year, it you 
would havo them boar an abundance of 
good fruit—[Boston Journal of Chemistry.
